How has the South changed? 
Well, let’s take Appomattox, 
Virginia. 

It has two sto- 
ries to tell. The 
first is an old 
one. It was there 
the heart of the 


Old South was | 


broken. 

The ghost of a 
ragged and hun- 
gry army had 
reached there in 
April, 1865. The 
spring rains had 
gullied the roads 

and the mud was deep. They had 
hoped to break out of the closing 
net of blue troops. But, at Ap- 
pomattox Court House Ord’s Corps 
blocked the road. 

The man with the wound in his 
eyes; the man who hadn't liked 
slavery or secession, but who had 
done what he conceived to be his 
duty, as always before he had 
done, and would do all his life, 
made a decision. He wrote a let- 
ter. He received a letter. 

An aide-de-camp sought a farm 
house for the requested meeting. 
The first one he looked at was 
too dirty. He chose another. They 
met there. 

Lee was straight and quietly 
calm in his best uniform, his 
dress sword belted on. U. S. 
Grant was there in his mud- 
splashed private’s pants and coat, 
with the battered stars sewed on 
the shoulders. They talked a while 
of old days in Mexico. 


Terms 


The terms were generous and 
the quiet man*said so. He said, 
too, the men would need their 
horses for spring plowing. Grant 
nodded. There was none of the 
business of presenting a sword 
and having it refused. Grant saw 
to that. 

When the surrendered army 
marched to stack its arms the 
blue ranks brought their muskets 
to the present, and John B. Gor- 
don, seeing it from his horse, 
swept his sword down in the full, 
answering salute. There were no 
cheers. There were many tears. 

That was Appomattox, when 
hearts broke and a dream, long 
thin and dying, at last did pass 
into history. And archives. 

But there was something else 
that began to die there, too, al- 
though none knew it af the time. 
The day of the unmachined men 
began to wither away then. “‘A 
pastoral rebellion of the earth 
against machines, against the age 
of steam’’—that rebellion surren- 
dered, too, at Appomattox. While 
Lee and Grant talked and con- 
cluded the. last act in the great 
drama of the bitter years of war, 
there was an unseen surrender, 
another dying. 

But, what has that to do with 
the changing South? 

Everything. Change 
ceases, never ends.

Back Again 


Let us go back now, in 1954, to 
Appomattox. 

There was another marshaling 
of men into ranks there just a 
fews days ago. And they marched 
with flags flying ahead of them 
—a Confederate flag and a U.S. 
Stars and Stripes. 

There was no talk of Grant or 
Lee. Or of the Old South. 

There was talk of David Dubin- 
sky. He was the big news at Ap- 
pomattox . .. he and the new 
pants and shirts factory, to turn 
out children’s things, which was 
being dedicated. 

David Dubinsky and his union 
—the ILGWU—had built the plant 
out of union funds, spending $40,- 
000 and leasing it to the manufac- 
turers. 

What is the ILGWU? 

It is the International Ladies 
Garment Workers’ Union. What 
they did at Appomattox was, in 
a sense, unprecedented and, in 
another sense, significant as was 
the drama of 1865. 

They had built a plant in the 
South to attract manufacturing 
from the North. They contracted 
with one from New York. 

They had been out on strike 
against another plant in Appomat- 
tox which had moved one of its 
Northern operations to North Car- 
olina. . 

The workers who marched in 
ranks at Appomattox were for- 
mer strikers and new workers, 
going to their jobs in the new 
plant. Already, I L G W U plans 
another plant near Greensboro, 
N.C., which will be leased to some 
other manufacturer wishing to 
come South. 

Appomattox now is an indus- 
trial town—its merchants depend- 
ent on payrolls as well as farm- 
ers. This story of Appomattox 
dramatizes the story of change 
in the South.

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Chinese Grow Stronger 
As America Withdraws 


Announcement that four divisions of 
United States troops will be withdrawn 
from Korea should not surprise anyone. 
President Eisenhower indicated last De- 
cember that our armed strength in Korea 
would be “progressively reduced as cir- 
cumstances warrant.” 

Considering what has happened since, 
however, the wisdom of such withdrawal 
now is doubtful. It is known that the 
Communists have increased their strength 
in North Korea considerably since the 
fighting ended. The Chinese Communists 
continue to grow in power on the Asiatic 
mainland. 

Some strategists are blaming what has 
1appened in Indochina to weakening of 
American military forces in the Pacific. 
Proof enough of that lies in the Chinese 
calling of Mr. Dulles’ and the administra- 
tion's bluff in Indochina. Faced with su- 
perior military power on the spot, the 
United States backed down. 

Until some: sort of security pattern is 
worked out for Southern Asia, its defense 
against Communist aggression must de- 
pend upon United States armed might. Un- 
less we do intend to go through with the 
now-discredited massive _ retaliation 
threats, it is an invitation to further Chi- 
nese adventures. 

The only answer to military force is 
comparable military force. To weaken our 
counterbalancing military power in any 
threatened area is to invite aggression and 
to bring a third world war that much 
nearer. We need more, not less, military 
strength in Asia.

The opening in October of the Eugene 
Talmadge Memorial Bridge linking Geor- 
gia and South Carolina at Savannah will 
mark the completion of one great high- 
Way improvement project and the be- 
ginning of another. 

The new toll bridge will cut the dis- 
tance between states, across the Savannah 
River and its swamps, by six miles and 40 
minutes.

State’s Population Up 
141,000 in Three Years 


There were 141,000 more people living 
in Georgia in 1953 than in 1950 when the 
last census was taken, according to latest 
Bureau of the Census estimates. 

According to these estimates, the pop- 


ulation of the state at the end of 1953 had 
hit 3,585,000. It was the second largest 
rate of rise in the Southeast in the three- 
year period. Florida led the more than a 
million increase for the Southeast with a 
three-year population gain of 582,000. 


Florida continues to outpace the entire 
region, not only in population, but in rate 
of business growth. Georgia was second 
in rise numerically and in percentages. 


In Georgia, as in most of the other 
states, the excess of births over deaths ac- 
counted for the increase. Births added 
326,000 to the state’s population total, 
offset by only 101,000 deaths. The state 
continued to lose people to other states, 
with 84,000 migrating to other states and 
regions during the three-year period. The 
percentage of young people is increasing. 

The out-migration continued in all 
states except Florida, which picked up 
more than 440,000 residents from other 
sections. 

Georgia is making progress but its 
growing population presents govern- 
mental, social and economic problems 
that must be met. That makes the choice 
that Georgians make at the ballot box in 
September all the more important. The 
future progress of the state and all its 
citizens depends upon a sound and pro- 
gressive state administration.

While the Federal Government has 
been late in recognizing Georgia’s drought, 
the candidates for governor certainly 
realize it. 


Traveling through the country, along 
roads lined with parched corn, wilting 
cotton and scorched pastures, the candi- 
dates have been impressed. For as the 
campaign wore on, more and more talk 
about water conservation has crept into 
their speeches. 

Despite Washington, the seriousness 
of the drought is an undeniable fact for 
anyone with eyes to see. The fields are 
desolate, and so are the farmers who 
planted them. Miserable farmers mean 
unhappy merchants and bankers, and an 
economy that is bound to sag. 

Georgia’s water supply usually is gen- 
erous. Ordinarily there is enough for 
everybody. But not this year. Rivers are 
low and wells are dry, and in all too 
many places there hasn't been a really 
good gully washer and trash mover since 
spring. 

Protection of the state’s water re- 
sources for the benefit of industry and the 
growing practice of irrigation is a must. 
Charlie Gowen was the first of the can- 
didates to stress this, and used it as a 
plank in his platform. 

One by one the others have taken it 
up. It’s an ill wind that blows no good. 
If Georgia was dué a drought, nature in 
her wisdom did well to bring it on in a 
political year. 


The Merchandise Mart 
Will Be a Civic Asset 


It looks like Atlanta will get a mer- 
chandise mart at long last. 

City aldermen have agreed to rezone 
23 acres in the southwest section for the 
construction of the building, and the city 
is just that much closer to attracting 
thousands of buyers each year. 

Merchandise marts are nothing new. 
They are perpetual trade fairs under one 
roof, a place where manufacturers can 
display their wares and merchants can 
shop around for new inventory. They are 
good businesses in themselves, but their 
chief civic virtue lies in the fact that they 
attract people to a town and generally 
stimulate trade. 

Atlantans have talked about the need 
for such a mart for years. It’s one of the 
things we need to round out our economy. 
Completion of the project will add even 
more strength to Atlanta’s position as re- 
gional capital of the southeast.

GOP Series on China Loss 
Will Touch Off a W rangle 


Ever since 1949 certain Republicans have been telling us it was 
Dean Acheson and the Democrats who “‘lost China” to the Reds. As 
recently as this summer Vice President Nixon was stil] Singing the 


same song. 


But apparently Republican strategists don’t believe the song is 
convincing enough—yet. So the State Department, years ahead of 
schedule, according to the United Press. is rushing publication of 
a 10-volume 10,000,000-word historical series ‘‘that promises to touch 
off a new wrangle over the Communist victory in China.’’ 


The series was ordered early in 
1953, and the first ‘‘hot’ batch 
will appear this October, a few 
convenient weeks before this fall's 
elections. 

Some readers, we suppose, may 
be hungry enough for sensation 
from the warmed-over coals of the 
past to applaud this sort of thing. 
Others may be appalled at the ex- 
pensive speed-up of manpower and 
money involved, so soon after Sec- 
retary of State Dulles was telling 
a Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee how he was doing his little bit 
to keep departmental expenses 
down—staving in a ‘‘small hotel 
room” while in Geneva, editing 
cables himself and ‘‘scratching’’ 
out words to cut down cable costs. 
and, at Berlin, Far 
Eastern experts at home to save 
money only to admit being ‘‘caucht 
shorthanded’ and. embarrassed 
by lack of intimate knowledge 
when the China situation came up. 
But apparently new Washington 
hasn't yet heard of that old say- 
ing of ‘‘penny-wise and pound- 
foolish,” and Mr. Dulles’ miss- 
ing aides, we'll bet, were busy on 
the 1941-43 China volumes while 
he stuttered over the China prob- 
lem of 1954. 

Other readers, we are certain, 
don't have to wait for October to 
tell the Republicans or anyone 
else who “‘lost China” to the Reds: 
It- was Chiang Kal-shek and his 
corrupt and inefficient Nationalist 
regime.: That regime got $3 hbil- 
lion from the United States after 
World War II—in money, arms, 
and supplies, enough to equip 39 
divisions.

saved China. And Dean Acheson, 
the man most instrumental in 
Chiang’s having got $3 billion from 
us, summed things up in 1949:

lance on the United States to win 
the war for them art preserve 
their own domestic supremacy.”

E. Stanley Jones tells of a man 
who had gone to pieces nervously, 
and the physician, finding nothing 
physically the matter, asked him, 
“Have you got aything on your 
conscience?”’ 

The man was furious and cried, 
“I came here to get medical treat- 
ment, not to be pried into.’’ He 
stamped out of the office. The next 
day he came back like a whipped 
dog. ‘‘You are right,”” he said, ‘‘I 
have something on my conscience, 
My father died and left an estate, 
and I was made executor. I kept 
back part of my brother's share. 
I stole it.’’ 

The physician had him write out 
a letter of full confession to his 
brother and went out with him to 
mail it. As the letter fell into the 
box, the man exclaimed, ‘‘Thank 
God, that burden is gone!”’ 

In Hawthorne's ‘‘The Scarlet Let- 
ter’’ the story is told of a ‘“‘guilty 
secret.’’ For seven years Arthur 
Dimmesdale secretly suppressed a 
guilty conscience. But one day he 
mounted the pillory in the market 
place and to his townsmen cried: 
‘Stands anyone here who ques- 
tions God’s judgment on a sinner? 
Behold, behold a dreadful witness 
to it.” He was happy to accept 
his punishment in order to relieve 
his guilty secret through confes- 
sion. 

First, one must confess to him- 
self. But it must be an honest con-

fession. That is the only kind good 
for the soul. To admit a wrong 
and then excuse it by saying we 
are no worse than many others, 
or to put the blame on someone 
else, is to add to our sin the sin of 
bypocrisy. 

Then, we must make our con- 
fession to God. Read again these 
very familiar words: ‘‘What a 
friend we have in Jesus, All our 
sins and griefs to bear... What 
a privilege to carry, Everything to 
God in prayer.... ” 

In confession it is usually good 
to take pencil and paper and write 
it out. Each year on the Sunday 
night nearest New Year, I ask the 
people to write on a slip of paper 
the sin of their conscience. On the 
altar is a vessel with several burn- 
ing candles in the bottom. Each 
person puts his confession into the 
fire on the altar. It is a simple 
act, yet it has helped many. If 
you do write it out, be sure to 
immediately destroy it. The act of 
destruction has great value. 

If God is not real, if your prayer 
seems like ‘‘talking to nothing,” 
then it is good to make your con- 
fession to some other person in 
whom you have complete confi- 
dence. Confession should never be 
public nor should it be made in 
groups. To your pastor, in some 
cases to the person you have 
wronged, above all, to one who 
knows God.

to the duration of the North At- 
lantic Treaty which permits any 
member to withdraw after 15 more 
years, and to be subject to un- 
ilateral withdrawal earlier if it 
proves possible to bring about a 
unification of Germany.

WASHINGTON—Democrats have chafed for 
a long time under Republican charges that their 
party has been ‘‘soft’’ on communism which 


proposals give every impression of 
being a wishful, wistful, hat-in- 
hand appeasement proposal to 
Moscow. 

The French Premier is saying, 
in effect, that if Malenkov will 
offer Germany some kind of ac- 
ceptable unification, he will try to 
attain an unarmed, neutralized 
Germany incapable of defending 
itself.

Only last week President Ejisen- 
hower told his press conference 
that in his judgment the West was 
winning numerous gains in the 
struggle against Communist op- 
pression,

Edgar Hoover wanted a straight 
outlaw bill. Mr. Hoover always has 
held that such would drive the 
party underground and make the 
FBI's work more difficult. Attor- 
ney General Brownell felt that a 
straight outlaw act would vitiate 
the existing McCarran Act's pro- 
visions for registratior. of Com- 
munists and Communist fronts. 

So the House came to the Ad- 
ministration’s rescue bright and 
early this week by revising the 
Senate measure. Republican lead- 
ers thought they had met the di- 
lemma. 

But not so. Democrats in the 


Senate, seeing how they had drawn 
blood and discomfited the admin- 
istration, pressed their advantage, 
When the bill got back there, they 
were ready. 

During the debate that preceded 
the Senate vote, Democrats grinned 
knowingly as one after another 
of their number rose and de- 
manded the full treatment for 
Communists and twitted Republi- 
cans for not being willing now to 
go the whole way. They relished 
particularly Sen. McCarthy’s not 
very loud ‘‘no”’ against the amend- 
ment to outlaw the Communist 
Party. Later Democrats were 
pointing out that the Wisconsin 
Senator would be ‘‘out of work’’ if 
the amendment should become 
law. At any rate, Democrats felt

What makes this case even more 
baffling is the fact that these 
youngsters, to the best of our 
knowledge, came from good mid-| 
die class homes. 

“WHAT?” 

“What makes these hovs go ber- 
serk and commit two homicides 
is something we're going to look 
into.”’ 

In the space of 12 days, the boys 
reversed a life pattern of decency 
to embark on a frenzy of brutal-! 
ity. They allegedly beat and kicked} 
one man to death, tortured another'| 
and threw him to his death in the 
East River, whipped voung girls,| 
and viciously beat almost anyone 
who crossed their path. 

They roamed Brooklyn parks in 
search of prey. Their arrest yes- 
terday came after a passerby saw 
a man beaten. 

Their parents, aghast at the ugly 
story unfolded by police, could 
only sob in bewilderment, one aft- 
er the other: 

‘But my boy is a good boy.’ 


WITHOUT BAIL 

Three of the boys—Melvin Mitt- 
man, 17, Jerome Lieberman 17, 
and Robert Trachtenberg, 15— 
were held without bail on homi-| 
cide charges. The fourth, Jack’ 
Koslow, 18, was held without bail) 
on assault charges. 

Silver said the three boys fa- 
tally beat a destitute alcoholic Aug. |

Koslow was accused of taking)

with cigarettes, beat him uncon 
scious and tossed him into the! 
river. 

Since his body has not been 
found, the police have only the) 
boys’ word for this homicide and. 
no murder charge has been placed | 
in connection with it.

HIAWASSEE—The combined garden clubs of the mountain 
country had a luncheon ¢he other day to celebrate their day at 
the Georgia mountain fair and Charlie Clegg, president of Young 
Harris College, who was assigned by the Lions Club to serve as 
chairman of the flower show, arose to address the group. 


I have had the privilege, said Mr. Clegg, ‘‘of working with the 
two loveliest things produced in these mountains—women and 
flowers.” It might have been the rankest flattery but I don’t 
think it was. The flowers are without question beautiful. This 
isn’t the season for the showiest native flowers, of course, since 
rhododendron and mountain laurel come in the spring. But the 
ones at the show, mostly old-fashioned garden assortments with 
a great deal of wild herbs and berries worked in, are certainly 
worth seeing. (I especially liked the “everybody's” class in 
which such things as weeds and old iron pots and granite kettles 
were put together in a way worthy of your prettiest party table.) 


As for the women, I’m. beginning to wonder if they aren’t 
pretty special, too. Of course, it’s hard to tell a native moun- 
taineer from a convert, except that mountain converts, like re- 
ligious Ones, are usually the most vocal in their appreciation. 
3ut it’s probably all the same anyhow. The mountains attract 
the same kind of women—and what are they like? 

Well, it seems to me they are more than usually capable. 
Errants are few and far between in the mountains and most 
women, even the summer visitors, do all tueir own work, cheer- 
fully and well. They turn out fabulous meals without looking 
harried or harassed or put-upon. They keep beautifully clean 
homes and their yards are poems in color. (I have yet to meet 
one who apologized because the yardman had skipped his regu- 
lar day.) 


Social activity of most mountain women, I am informed, con- 
sists mainly of entertaining packs of summer visitors for three 
or four months out of the year and working for the church, the 
PTA and the Red Cross the rest of the time. 

The garden clubs provide some sociability but their main 
function is to provide help and encouragement to gardeners, 
which they, in turn, put to use in their homes and communities. 


A lot of fun is poked at garden clubs, a member told me, 
*‘but I doubt that those who poke it were ever working members 
of any club.”’ There certainly is a dearth of Helen Hokinson-type 
garden club ladies in the mountains. In fact, there seems to me 
to be a scarcity of plump, pompous ladies of any kind. Most 
mountain women, even the city ones, run more to muscle than to 
fat and there’s a kind of quiet strength in them that must have 
come over the hills with their grandmothers and great-grand- 
mothers in wagons and oxcarts. They have a talent for taking 
the materials at hand and making a good life—and I guess Mr. 
Clegg was, as he said, privileged to be assigned to the women 
and flowers department of the fair.
